Tlierelorc, It would be necessary to enforce 
the .solution lhat the U. S. wa.'; backint: so 
vlRoroiuly. !:nforcement woiiltl probably 
mean tliat nus;da. also .MippnrtlnR partition, 
would want to Include her own troops In any 
International force tliat tlie U. N. .^enl Into 
Pale.stlne. And :iincc she l.-i a major power 
and almost a^.nelKhbor, It would have been 
lnipo5ilblc to keep her soldier,'; out of the Holy 
Land without creating a full-scale crLiLs. 

T})rre wa.^ nl.io the ]ll;ellhood that the 
Arab counlrlea might try to pimhh .Imcrica 
for supporllng partition by fhuttlng down her 
supply of oil. This, with the passible dif- 
ficulty of gclttng Russian troops away from 
the Mediterranean coast once they were there, 
presented an obvloiis mlUtarj- problem In the 
face of present Sovlet-Amerlean relations. 

But none of this 1h new,. Long-rnnKe plan- 
ning could have fore.iocn the difficulties. 
It could either have planned their solution In 
advance or. falUnR to find a sojutlon could 
have oppo-sed partition— In spite of America's 
pledged .■jupporl. At least early opposition 
would have been more graceful. 

Instead the admin Lstratlon now propo.'^ci to 
abandon the program which the American 
delegation put over almost single-handed, 
and substitute a ".=;olutlon" that can .icarcely 
fall to leave Palestine In a worse pllglit. 

It was the failure of the Jews and Arabs 
to agree on Palestine's future after the.Brltlsh 
left that brought the Palestine issue before 
the U. N, In Ihe fir.st place. Now the American 
plan would substitute a U. N trii.slec.shlp for 
the BrltLsh trusteeship and try once more lo 
get the Arabs and Jews to agree. 

However one may feel about parllllon, the 
American handling of it looks like a very 
aerlous diplomatic blunder. It has weakened 
our own pre,";llBe, It has .slrcngthcncd tlic 
Russian position. And It has dealt the U. N. 
another heavy blow. 

This time It Is the U. S.. not Russia, that 
has thnisl aside the majority decision for the 
n.s.sembly of nations. This time It Is the U. S. 
that has bypai^-ietl tlie U. N. and given priority 
to its own Interests. And It has further 
weakened the U. N, by asking It to retreat 
before the oppo.sllion of a few small, weak, 
backward govern mrnl.s. 

So thlng.s are back where they started — 
and then some. Hundreds of lives already 
■ hav« been lost through-Amorlcan failure to 
prcM for enforcement of the partition that 
this government .■^pon.sored. Now It seems 
that the Pate.stlne l.^sue mu.st be settled in 
blood.

FEDERAL AID FOH SCh6oLS? 
Cost of education Is somewhat of a problem 
the country- over and Idaho, like all other 
■states, will be pl.aylnft more or le.<.s with the 
thought of federal aid. 

Any discussion of federal aid in this con- 
nection usually centers around two main Is- 
suer. Those opposed to such government os- 
Elstancc In school finances contend that It 
would only result In too much federal regu- 
lation of our educational system. 

Those favoring such a program, however, 
Insist that without a federal aid set-up. 
It will be Impossible for youngsters In the 
"poorer" states to have the same educational 
opportunltlc: afforded the others. 
■Wo can see some merit to both sides of this 
arffumcnt, but wo fear that the danger ot 
Bovornment -getting control of our schools 
weighs- more heavily than would the bentr- 
flts to be derived. 

Max Yost, executive manager of the As- 
sociated Taxpayers of Idaho, recently Ls.siied 
R report which we believe Is not only signific- 
ant but a little surprising, coming as It does 
from the head of a taxpayers organization. 

Based on tax Increases during the last 
eight years, Idaho's public school .system has 
Indicated It Is able to pay Its own way and 
make necessary scheduled devclopmenta. At 
least that's the way it appears to Mr. Yo.st. 

"Participation by the federal government 
In Idaho school financing." he warned, "would 
mean ultimately Increa.'icd federal taxes and 
Interference and regulation by federal 
agencies.^ 

"We arc giving Idaho children a better 
education than we have ever been able to 
before, and there seems no Indication that 
wc cannot do even belter In the future the 
Idaho way, without federal government help 
and Interference. 

". . . let's work out our own problem,': wlthr 
out turning to federal assistance and federal 
bureaus. National appropriations will bo rc- 
llect«d ln,lncreascd federal taxes, and Idaho 
taxpayers will not only bo contributing to 
achools In less fortunate states, but will lose a 
part of their voice In conducting their own 
school system."
